The arrest took place due to a Complaint from Scout Troop 238 in Broomall, 
Pa. He is charged on 3 counts of each of the above. He was arrested June 
3, 1983 and was arraigned* He is now incarcerated in the Delaware County 
Prison m lieu of $52,500 bail for a Hearing on June 16, 1983 before District 
Justice Malcne. We nave taken statements from Mr. Mamroeo to indicate his 
guilt.
